D ESTRUCTION B T TORNADOES 


The tornado at Louisville, Kentucky, 
will go down in history a9 the most de­ 
structive 
ever known in the Umt?d 
States. The loss of life greatly exceeds 
that of any other cyclone or tornado. 
while the destruction of property is vast­ 
ly greater than that of 
any 
other 
storm known la 
this country. Toe 
report brat published that there were 
some 500 lives lost will fortunately prove 
muoh exaggerated, the later and much 
more reliable statistic placing the casu­ 
ally at 150. The loss of property cannot 
be ascertained with any definiteness, but 
the latest figures put it at two millions 
or over. 
One of the most noted tornadoes of 
history was in West Australia in April 
1887 when 550 lives were lost. At Mat­ 
amoras, M em o, in September cf the 
same year, 70J houses were demolished 
by a tornado, but the loss of life was less 
than IOO, 
The hifct:ry of tornadoes in the United 
States is full of horror. 
The record 
shows that previous to 1888, the loss cf 
property by tornadoes and cyclones in 
this country reached $911,282,500. 
The 
number of tornadoes fs reported at 1,867 
Some states have beem more unfortu­ 
nate than others. Alabama lost $38,175,- 
000

years, 
while Maine, 
in 27 years, lost only $75,000 hav- 
but 7 tornadoes. 
Georgia had 127 tor­ 
nadoes in 92 years, losing $56,000,000 
worth of propelty, while Now Hamp­ 
shire in 80 years had 8 tornadoes and the 
property lost reached but $200,000. Iowa 
bas had 118 storms ia 50 years involv­

Wisconsin in l l years has had 59 and the 
loss of property was $28,750,010. 
Kan­ 
sas has been bled in more way© than by 
the pro-siavery party, for in the short 
time of 28 years, it has had ICO tornadoes 
and the loss of property reached the 
enormous sum of $64,000,000. 
The state that has suffered the most by 
the visitations of storms is Missouri. In 
73 years the s tate Las bad 156 tornadoes 
and the loss to propel ty up to 1888 
reached $94,325,000. 
New York, id IOO 
years has had 67 tornadoes, the destruo 
tion to properly amounting to $67,000,- 
000.

Conductor W. M. 
Robertson's Story of 
the Awful Disaster. 
In d ia n a p o lis, Ind., Marsh 29,—W. 
M. Roberson of the Jeffersonville, Madi­ 
son & Indianapolis road loft Louisville 
at 6 o’clock Thursday evening, and ho 
says at that hour fully 800 people had 
met death in the cyclone. 
Conductor Robertson reached Indiana­ 
polis shortly before 4 o’clock Friday morn­ 
ing, and he tells a most thrilling story 
of tile scenes at Louisville. 
He says It 
grew so dark a short time before the 
hurricane struck the city tljftt It was 
impossible to sec the street-lampa. 
“But when the ruins 
burst 
into 
flames,” says Mr ftofcertson, “bricks aud 
pieces of timber could be sopu flying 
through tho air, and were blown about 
like so many shavings. 
Covered milk 
and grocery wagons were carried Into 
the qir and in some cases the horses har­ 
nessed to thuiu WAIT drawn up some dis­ 
tan ce into the air with the vehicles. 
J 
saw a horse attached to one of the9g 
wagons, and he was standing on his fore 
fed, tho wagon being held In the air by 
the wind.” 
The roaring, crashing sound seemed 
to pa -s on into the darkness, and in the 
w k left bv it there sprang up in every 
direction long sheets of flames by which 
the scene could bo examiged. 
Then from the masses of ruins which 
the flames lighted up there came shrieks, 
and sobs, abd moans. 
The confusion caused by the tornado 
was soon succeeded by that of people 
running to and fro, wagons and fire en­ 
gines rumbling over the debris with 
which the streets were strewn. 
For a 
time everybody seemed paralyzed with 
fear, and apparently In doubt whether 
to flee or wait for whatever fate had in 
store for them.

collapse of two side walls of tlie Fulton 
Avenue brewery, on Pennsylvania street 
and Fulton avenue. 
The walls toppled 
over, letting the roof rest on a largo 
amount of ice In tho lower story and 
thousands of sacks of barley in the up­ 
per story. 
Six men were at work in this portion 
of the building at tho time, three of 
whom 
escaped, 
but three 
others 
John 
WI niger, 
Charles 
Tilley, 
and Edward 
Kelly, 
were 
buried 
in tho building and are believed to be 
dead. 
Other portions of the building 
aro cracked and out of plumb, and tin- 
dangerous condition of affairs made it 
hard to get men to work in the ruins. 
The firemen began the search for the 
buried men, but up to midnight had not 
got to them. 
Large crowds of people 
are standing around the ruins.

A fast freight was wrecked on a curve 
and tho engineer, Peter Burns, and 
Brakeman W. W. Powell were killed. 
Trees across the track caused the wreck, 
News has reached hero that Princeton.

In Falls City hall, where adducing class 
was being instructed, at least fifty per­ 
sons, mostly 
children, 
were 
killed. 
Fifteen bodies have been taken out. 
Bowling Green Wiped Out. 
C in cin n ati, Ohio, March 20.—Late 
dispatches state that the tornado struck 
the town of Bowling Green. Warren 
county, Ky., and completely wiped 
it 
out. 
As the wires are down no detailed 
report can be obtained, and but tin* mea­ 
ger fact that, the calamity had o -curred 
has been received. 
Bowling Green lies a population of 
about 5,000 inhabitants and the lo>s of 
life is conjectured to be correspondingly 
large. 
The town Is on the line of tho 
Louisville & Nashville railway. 


Not So Bad as Reported at Metropolis.

Fe ch eruptions cf the skin ss are the 
remit of eoarlet fever, smallpox, measle?, 
end other so ate disease?, I shall not in- 
dude in this lecture on dkin diseases, as 
they will disappear of their own aocord 
as soon as the disease rnna its coarse, 
ai d no treatment is of any ase. I pro­ 
pose to confine myself entirely to most 
oommon chronic skin diseases, which uo 
not leave unless they are cared. 
They are of three cl asses: First, tb< se 
that cause pustules; second, those that 
cause scaly or branny skin; third, those 
(bat cause pimples. The first, or pus­ 
tular Skin diseases, oan be easily recou- 
n zed, as they alway* produce pus (or 
matter, as it is often oalled) 
Large, 
yellow pasta lee, boil?, carbuncles, ski u 
ulcers, syphilitic skin diseases, buboes 
and obanores, are oommon examples of 
the pustular variety of skin diseases. 
There are many people whom the slight­ 
est oat or scratch will not beal easily, 
bat will form pas and tbiok scabs, beal­ 
ing very slowly, usually leaving a scar. 
This condition I also doss with the 
pustular ekio diseases. Those who' are 
subjtct to boils, sole lips, styes or red 
eyelids, running at the ears, are of the 
same cl its, and are tared by the same 
treatment.
